It is from 
tha cotton mills that our correspondent 
anticipates most competition with foreign 
goods inthe immediate fa‘uro, Notwith- 
standing reports to thy contrary, the mana- 
facturo of piece poods in the Cutton mills 
at Hankow will ere tong materially affect 
the general imports of the port. Already, 
wo ere informed on reliable authority, the 
mills have had a very practical effect upon 
the importation of foreign goods, Two 
things favour the manufacture of piece 
gooda, The cost of Freight has not to bo 
faced. The goods cin bo placed at the 
disposal of the peoplo fur Ivcal cousump- 
tion st a much lower price than the foreign 
manufactured article, while the fall in ex- 
change is also a great factor in favour of 
the Baokow Mills. There is every reason 
to beliovo that Ohang Chih Tung will 
increase the mills if exchange continues at 
its present low rate. 

Our correspondant is hopeful of a revival 
in the Hankow tea trade, ‘more especial. 
ly if the Indian Government con- 
tinues to give o fictitious value to. the 
mpeo, for while the Indian growor ‘will 
have -to pay his Jabourers in coin 
having 8 gold. value the Ohinesa 
grower has to pay his labourers in silver, 
which is bolieved to give him an advantage 
at thie “present rata of exchangs. The 
statistics ‘contained in tho Consular and 
Customs reporls for the past year show 
that'trade’at thia port is on the increase, 
and*‘wo understand -that in the year 
which is drawing to a..cloas the revenue 
collected hy tho Imperial Oustoms will 
show on even greater increase.
